1o a recent issue ofthe Derrick appeared
the following editorial utterances, which
will strike the average thinker as quite to
the point, uncovering as it does some of
the fake reforms of which we bear so
much of lata from the politicians :

Mayor Weaver, of Philadelphia, Is to
be investigated aud his wholesala remov-
als of city oMocials and his sweoping
charges of graft and ecorruption will be
probed to the botlom, There are two
gides to every story and & suspension of
popular judgment is n order until the
court of inquiry appointed by the councils
completes its work, It seems to be quite
the popular thing to make charges against
reputable citizens and trusted officials,
but they cannot be denied the opportu-
nity to defend themselyes, With the
Wanamaker press all on his side, it was
qulite easy for the Mayor to stir up popu-
lar prejudices and attempt sweeping
measures of reform without stopping to
sea if they were justified or not. He
startad in with the idoa that his will was
tho law and that he held the power to
conviet public officials upon presump-
tion, and turn them out of offies without
the formalities of a public trial, With a
faw excoptions, the great papers of Phila-
delpbia are influenced by Wanamaker-
ism, and it wus their hue and ory that
urged the Mayor on In bis attempts to
overthrow the Ropublican politieal or-
ganizgation of the Guaker City. In his
mad onslanght upon the city government,
hio besitatod st nothiog, and his sstound-
ing actions are without s precedent in
the history of municipal government.
He slashed right and left, cutling off
heads lndisoriminatoly. When he wanted
logul wlvion he wenl out of the oity and
state Lo oblain Just the kiud he needed w
sustain his aots,

Judge Gordon s his confidentinl ad-
vieer, and the Wanamaker press of Phil-
adelphin is ever rendy to pat Wesver on
the back and commend bim for his **fren-

zied'" reforms. Ignoring the best attor-
neys in Phillndelphia; the Mayor rushs)
off to Now York to consult Eliha Root,
ex-Secretary of War, aud thus drag the
Roosevell admin stration into his polii-
oal schomes, Mr, Hoot was indooced to
express himself very strongly in regand
to & purely hypothotical case on charges
that hnd been made without any proof,
He promptly abused thp Republiean or-
ganization of Poonsylvania and duly re-
coividd his fee, That Mr, oot should
bave beon consulted at all in o matter
affecting Penosylvanis politiod was n
mist unfortunate proceeding, but It

shows the desperate expedients to which
Mr. Weavor resorted in order to sustain
his position and sseura the quasi support
of vutside politicimos in his onsisught
upon the Republican organization of this
state, And that Mr, Root exprossed him-
self a8 ho did was in excending bad taste,
His presumption 1o meddling in Penn-
aylvania politios was moerely the act of n
hired attorney and pot the deliberate pro-
ceeding of an experiénced and astute pol-
jtician. He foll very easily ioto the trap
Inid for him by a foreign-born mayor,
soarce ten years a oltizen of this country.

Rut Mayor Wenver's diaplay of pyro-
technics is evidently resching its close
and hio is now op against another sort of
proposition, Tha men whom be has be-
simfrched are about to give him a taste of
his own medieine, and ho will be ealled
upon to make good his charges and ex-
plain his nets.  While certain city ofiolals
may bave been guilty of peryerting the
public funds, thay might bave been ex-
posed and convicted withont attempling
to prove that the politieal muachinery of
Philadelphia which placed Mayor Wen-
ver in his preseut position, was honey-
combed with fraud and corruption, The
fact that 60,000 names o the registry list
could not be found st their last year's
places of residence proves nothing. In a
oity the size of Philadelphis, there are
more than 60,000 changes in the directory
every yoear. Mayor Weaver hasattempted
too much. His reform movement is
vastly overdone, sud It is time to eall a
halt and let the people know where “he
mal" The Councils bave done sn ex-
cellont thing In demanding this Investi-
gatlon, and it {s now up to the Mayor to
show his hand,

A MAN'OF THE PEOPLE

Laboring Interests of the State
Rally Around Plummer,

RECALL HIS PLUCK AS A BOY

Career of the Republican Nominee

It has been a source of gratifieation

“Let the honorable and progressive
conrse of (he quondam newsboy he
continued, His past gives assurance
for the future. He comes from the
ranks and is one of the people.”

Of all the freak remedies that are
sometimes  proposmd  for slek  house
plants those which are recommended
for rubber plants are the worst, They
riun all the way from applying beef-
steak und castor ol to the roots to coat-
Ing the leaves with milk., Glve your
plants a properly prepared soll and
sufficlent light and keep the leaves free
from dust and seale, and you will find
no necestity for such nostrums as
these, Make it n practiee to go over the
plants dafly with a soft ¢loth nnd re
move any indleation of dust, senle or
Insects.
